amount of air space for each child present. Where this is deficient the air 
cannot be kept as pure as it should be, by the ordinary methods of ventila- 
tion. 
Such a stale of affairs is not at all creditable to the city of Boston 


that boasts of her refinement and culture. 


We believe the city of Lowell can felicitate itself upon the fact that 


the school children are well provided for, except in a very few cases. It is 
claimed that the schools on Chapel Hill and the Colburn school are not what 
they .should be, hut still there is no danger to the health of the children 
either from crowding or from poor ventilation. It would be hard, we believe, 
to find a city in which the school accommodations in regard to the build- 
ings are better than in Lowell.

building where she afterward had seen 
some of them. 
A map of the no-li- 


cense places in the state and some law 
books that had been taken were re- 
turned during the trial in police court 
A scrap book which witness called her 
own was not returned. 
On cross-ex- 


amination Miss Merrill admitted that 
she worked.on the scrap book in the 
Law and Order league office while In 
the employ of the league.

is Dead 


-NEW TOBK, Nov. 19.—William Laf- 


fan, successor cf the late Charles A. 
-Dana'iii the management of the New 
York Sun and publisher ot that' news- 
paper lor the last 25. years, diefl early 
today at l\io home in Lawrence, Lone 
Island, following an operation for ap- 
pendicitis performed on Monday. 


Mr. Laffan.was born In Dublin, I 


In January, 1S.48, and after completing 
his studies'in Dublin university came 
.16 this country where he early engraged 
in newspaper work. In 1870 he was 
.made managing editor of the San 
Francisco Bulletin, but after two years 
removed' to Baltimore to become editor 
and half owner of the Daily Bulletin, 
subsequently acquiring full ownership 
of that paper as well as the Sunday 
Bulletin. While in Baltimore he mar- 
ried tie daughter of Judge Daniel Rat- 
cliff of Washington, D. C. Mr. Laffan 
was recognized as an authority on 
wood engraving and oriental procelam. 
In 1875 he directed the work of cata- 
loguing the Chinese porcdaln 
in the 


collection of J. P. Morgan, whose ad- 
viser he was in art matters, and this 


'he'ibliowe'd"a'year"later with a cata- 
logue of the Chinese porcelain in the 
Metropolitan Museum 
oC Art, which 


elected him a trustee. 
• His first connection with The 
Sun 
dates back to 1877, when he was en- 
gaged to write art criticisms for that 
newspaper. 
In addition to his activities on.Tho 


Sun, Mr. Laffan was art

London agent for the publishing house 
of Harper & Bros, from 1SS1 to l!>83.

Where this is deficient the aii 
cannot be kept as pure as it should be, by the ordinary methods of ventila- 
tion. Such a state of affairs is not at all creditable to the city of Boston 
that boasts of her refinement and culture. ._-.- 


We believe the city of Lowell can felicitate itself upon the fact thu 


the school children are well provided for, except in a very few cases. It if 
claimed that the schools on Chapel Hill and the Colburn school are not wha 
they should be, but still there is no danger to tho health of the children 
either from crowding or from poor ventilation. It would be bard, wo believe, 
to flnd a city in which tho school accommodations in regard to the build- 
ings are better than in Lowell.
